Removats.—Some changes have been lately made in the locations of the 
New York Trade, which as yet does not, seem to have found a centre of at- 
traction sufficiently powerful to draw all towards it. Mason Brorners and 
W. A. Townsenp & Co. have removed to No. 46 Walker street, and Ivison 
& Putnyey to No, 48, next door. Rupp & Carterton take the premises No, 
130 Grand street, near Scrrpver’s, and various other changes are in contem- 
plation to be effected by or before May Ist. 


Sate or A Private Lisrary, Avtocrapns, etc.—The private library of the 
late Henry Pennington was disposed of by Messrs. Thomas & Sons, on Tves- 
day afternoon, at their store, in Fourth street. A good number of books of 
no particular interest went off at very low rates, while others brought good 
round prices. The poetry of Chaucer. Spencér, Homer, Milton, Thomson, 
Cowper, Bloomfield, Beattie, Rogers, Mannah More, Mrs. Norton, and nume- 
rous others, well known to fame, went off at prices varying from five to 
twenty cents per volume. If poetry was at a discount, history was by no 
means at a flattering premium. Some small volumes of history sold as low 
as five cents each, while the biography of William Penn, with an extra chap- 
ter on the “ Macaulay charges,” and containing numerous original auto- 
graphs, brought but two dollars and a half The “ Christian Favorite,” one 
of the politico-religious works published in England in 1647, was sold for 
twenty five cents; while a curious pamphlet, (bound) on the troubles of the 
Parliament, written in 1650, by Isaac Penington, one of the regicide judges, 
sold for seventy-five cents. ‘‘Feltham’s Resolves,” London, 1628, brought 
but sixty cents. A folio volume, containing the **‘ Works of the Long-Mourn- 
ful and Sorely-Distressed Isaac Penington” London, 1681, was sold tor $5 75. 
Some works printed in Philadelphia years ago brought good prices, particu- 
larly those published by Franklin. Several volumes, which had no particular 
interest attached to them except the fact that they were printed by Frank- 
lin, sold at prices varying from three to six dollars; and an octavo volume, 
printed by Franklin in 1745, and called “The Art of Preserving Health,” 
brought the extensive price of sixteen dollars. An octavo volume, published

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Important To Avrnors AnD Pusiisuers.—The act of Congress entitled ‘‘An 
Act providing for keeping and distributing all public documents,” approved 
Feb. 5, 1859, repeals, by its sixth section, the tenth section of the ‘Act to 
establish the Smithsonian Institution,” requiring the author or proprietor of 
any work for which a copyright has been secured, to deliver copies of the 
same to the Librarians of the Smithsonian Institution and Congress Library. 
Authors and publishers are, however, still required to deposit a copy of their 
works in the office of the Clerk of the district where the copyright is secured, 
within three months from the publication thereof, as requred by the fourth 
section of the Copyright Law. —N. Y. Tribune.

The Eclectic Review has been transferred to the hands of gentlemen who 
will conduct it on the principles of English Evangelical Nonconformity; and 
they announce that it will be published monthly, beginning Jan. Ist, in a 
form to rival the most attractive of the secular magazines. 


A new daily paper—Zhe Times—has made its appearance in Rochester. 
It is to be independent of party bias. , 

“A Biographical Study on the Life and Works of Daniel Webster ” has 
been published in Russia, by Professor Katchenovsky of the University of 
Kharkoff. 

Mr, Adolphus Ackerman, a well-known print-publisher in the Strand, 
London, has committed suicide. 

The second volume of Mr. Ifenry Buckle’s “ History of Civilization,” on 
which the author has been engaged for the last fifteen years, will shortly be 
issued. 

In Germany there was recently published the “ Musen-Almanach, or 
Calendar of the Muses for the year 1859,” and to this single volume of rhyme 
no fewer than 119 poets have contributed, at the head of whom stands the 
veteran songster, Moritz Arndt, whose 90th birthday the inhabitants of Bon- 
on-the-Rhine celebrated on last Christmas day by a torchlight procession, 
the students singing his well-known “‘ Where is the German Vaterland?”

standard book; an elaborately classified Catalogue of Longman & Co.'s 
Books; new and revised editions of Liebig’s Familiar Letters on Chemistry, 
and of Dr. Lardner’s Chemistry for Schools; school editions of Alison's, 
Prescott’s, and Robertson’s Histories ; cheap editions of Mavor’s, Fenning’s, 
Vyse’s, Markham’s, and, in fact, nearly all the Spelling Books; a complete 
edition of Magnall’s Questions, too, for one shilling; a new edition of Mrs. 
Hamilton Gray’s History of Rome; a new edition of Dalzel’s Analecta Greea 
Minora, edited by White, in post 8vo.; also of Wanostrocht’s edition of 
Télémaque; Festu on the French Subjunctive and its Negatives; Ollendorft’s 
New Method of Learning Spanish (Messrs. Whittaker & Co. and Dulau & 
Co., by the bye, the conjoint publishers of the Ollendorff books, issue a repe- 
tition of their caution against infringements of their copyrights); The 
Parent's Cabinet, and Orr’s Circle of the Sciences, both advance one volume 
in their reissue; Pinnock’s Analysis of Old Testament Ilistory has a new 
edition ; Poetical Sketches of the History of Modern Europe is hardly in this 
class, but from its title may be assumed to be educational; and, as an edu- 
cational work of the week, Martineau’s Endowed Schools of Ireland, in 8vo. 

In History and Biography we have five more volumes of the valuable 
edition of the Chronicles—Memorials of Henry the Fifth, edited by Cole;

and Personal Memoirs of Charles the Second, with Sketches of his Court and 
Times, by Captain Clayton, in 2 vols., with portraits, is just ready for publi- 
eation by Mr. Skeet, of King William Street, who has likewise just ready 
An Account of the French in Africa, by Captain Cave, in 1 vol. ia 
Religious works inelude—Coquerell’s Religious Aspect of the Fine Arts in 
Italy, translated by Higginson, post S8vo. ; Marshall’s Christianity in Ching 
in Svo.; Mackenzie’s The Word of Life; The Clergyman’s Holyday, o 
Friendly Discussions; Knott’s The Supper of the Lord; The Children’s 
Charter and the Saviour’s Charge, by Edmonds; The Rock of Ages, by 
Bickersteth ; Dumbleton’s Sermons on the Daily Services ; Tyson’s Imputed 
Righteousness ; and the first number of the Bible-Reader’s Journal, a medium 
of Seripture exposition, Christian intereommunieation, and Biblical research, 
but it saith not whether it will appear monthly or quarterly. 
In Voyages and Travels not a book for a fortnight, and nearly the same 
may be said of Art and Science: the remaining publications consist chiefly 
of new editions. ; 


Captain Atkinson’s Curry and Rice on forty plates, is one of the cheapest 
and most amusing of the season books—it escaped our notice with the other 
illustrated books, but we believe it has met with the success that we should 
have foretold it; evidently designed and executed before the Indian troubles 
had fallen on “ Our Station,” to affect its dreams and its merriment, its pub- 
lication fortunately appears in better times. The same publishers, Messrs, 
Day & Son, have also from the graphie pencil of the same artist and writer, 
aseries of drawings illustrating the stirring events of the late revolt, 
especially the military operations before Delhi and its neighborhood ; also, 
dedicated by special permission to the Queen, Sketches and Incidents of the 
Siege of Lucknow, from drawings made during the Defence, by Lieut. Clif- 
ford Henry Mecham, of the Madras Army. 


Publishers have their attention called to an article in Fraser's Magazine 
for January, under the head of “ Furniture Books.” There is scope for 
criticism on such a subject; the heading covering an article on our present 
Illustrated books. Publishers like criticism and court it, and Artists never 
shrink from it; but this consists simply of abuse and mis-statement, not one 
word of criticism in the article: the animus of the writer is evident, by his 
characterizing the beautiful books offered to the public the last two seasons 
as “ wilful defacements of the tombs of the poets,” and again, some of the 
choicest designs and elaborate cuttings produced at unlimited prices, stigma- 
tised as “flashy woodeuts;” and the writer’s statements may be judged by 
the falsity of what he asserts as to the number of Mr, Birket Foster’s designs 
of the present year—we have the Artist’s own authority to say that the 
writer has just doubled them: and again, by his assertion that Mulready’, 
Webster's, and Frith’s talent is beyond the price publishers will give: now 
Mr. Frith never illustrated a book in his life, and Mulready’s and Webster's 
designs ornament two of the books most abused as “disfigured with an inge- 
nuity beyond belief,” and in one of which there are not less than 39 designs 
by Royal Academicians. 

The term “ Furniture books” need not be applied in contempt; there is 
more truth in the appellation than the gentleman is capable of understand- 
ing: but what he says of them is fitter for waste paper than Fraser's Maga- 
zine, its appearance in which alone eutitles the article to attention.

Edward Chapman, who has long taken an active part in the conduct of the 
business; the title of the firm remains the same.

Robbins, professor in Middlebury College. 


Joux P. Jewerr & Co, publish the “Life of John TI. W. Hawkins,” 
A.M. compiled by his son, Rev. William Goorge Hawkins. He re- 
marks: ‘*The compiler of this volume has endeavored to obey the com- 
mand taught him in his youth, ‘Honor thy father,’ ete., ete. He has, 
therefore, turned aside for a brief period from his professional duties, to 
gather up some memorials of him whose life is here but imperfectly deline- 
ated. It has indeed been a labor of love; how faithfully and judiciously 
performed must be left for others to say. The writer has sought to avoid 
multiplying his own words, preferring that the subject of this memoir and 
his friends should tell their own story. Lis chief solicitude has been to do 
justice to a loved and honored parent, and to the Great Reform, with which 
he was so closely identified. It was found possible to incorporate but a 
small part of his correspondence and other documents within the compass of 
four hundred pages, but enough, it is hoped, fully to illustrate his character 
and services. It is believed that there is not a denomination of Christians 
in the land unblessed by this reform. If it has thus been the instrument in 
the smallest degree of advancing the Redeemer's kingdom, it should receive 
the cordial support of every earnest and sincere laborer in the cause of truth 
and righteousness.” - 


Parry & McMirian have got out “The Atonement, in its Relations to 
Law and Moral Government,” by Albert Barnes, who says in the course of a 
dedication to Judge Hiram Denio: “ It is true that in this work, designed to 
illustrate the relation of the atonement fo law, 1 have travelled somewhat 
out of my profession, as I have from the usual course of my studies. I know 
the danger of doing this; and 1 think it not improbable that you will detect 
things in this feature of my work which a professional lawyer would have 
avoided. But I have never ceased to feel an interest in the profession which 
was the object of my early thought and purpose, nor have I ever ceased to 
feel that personally it would be to me the most attractive of all the callings 
of life, save that one in which I have spent my days. I have wished to 
commend the great doctrine of the Christian atonement to a mind accustomed 
to contemplate the nature and the obligation of law. It is no seeret to you 
that my own mind was early skeptical on the whole subject of religion, and 
I may say to you now that on no doctrine of the Christian faith have I found 
that early skepticism give me more embarrassment than on the doctrine of 
the atonement. This book is the result of my best efforts to meet the diffi- 
culties, in this aspect of the subject, which have occurred to me, and which 
have so much perplexed me.” Also, by the same author, “ Life at rhree 
Score: a Sermon delivered in the first Presbyterian Church, Philadelphia, 
November 28, 1858.” 
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Mason Brorners issue ‘‘The Empire of Austria; its Rise and Present 
Power,” by John 8. C. Abbott, being the first of a series of histories of the 
Monarchies of Continental Europe. Concerning the present volume the 
author observes: “ The studies of the author of this work, for the last ten 
years, in writing the ‘ History of Napoleon Bonaparte, and the ‘ French Rev- 
olution of 1789,’ have necessarily made him quite familiar with the mon- 
archies of Europe. Te has met with so much that was strange and romantic 
in their career, that he has been interested to undertake, as it were, a biog- 
raphy of the Monarchies of Continental Europe, their birth, education, ex- 
ploits, and present condition. He has commenced with Austria, There are 
abundant materials for this work. The life of Austria embraces all that is 
wild and wonderful in history—her early struggles for aggrandizement—the 
fierce strife with the Turks, as wave after wave of Moslem invasion rolled up 
the Danube—the long conflict and bloody persecutions of the Reformation— 
the thirty years’ religious war—the meteoric career of Gustavus Adolphus 
and Charles XII., shooting athwart the lurid storms of battle—the intrigues 
of Popes—the enormous pride, power, and encroachments of Louis X1V.— 
the warfare of the Spanish succession, and the Polish dismemberment—all 
these events combine in a sublime tragedy which fiction may in vain attempt 
to parallel.”— Author's Preface. 


Rupp & Carteton have got out “Southwold: a Novel,” by Mrs. Lizzie 
Devereux Umsted. They also reprint from the London edition, “ Eric; or, 
Little by Little: a Tale of Roslyn School,” by Frederic W. Farrar, fellow of 
Trinity College, Cambridge, who says in his preface: ‘This tale was written 
during the few leisure hours of a profession in which ‘ne otium quidem 
otiosum est,’ and I am well aware that it is not free from literary ond artistic 
faults. But as these faults are not the result of carelessness, and still less of 
that indifference which looks lightly on the publication of a book, I would 
earnestly deprecate that severe criticism which magnifies a trivial inaceu- 
racy into a grave error, and a solecism into something like a crime. In all 
humility I claim for the story a higher merit than that of style,—the merit 
of truthfulness. If the pictures here painted are not always such as it would 
have been most pleasant to contemplate, they owe the darker shades of their 
coloring not to faney, but to life. To the best of my belief, the things here 
dealt with are not theories, but realities; not imaginations, but facts. Even 
had the book been anonymous, as was originally intended, it would have 
been necessary to state distinctly that no place of education can be identified 
with Roslyn. The scenery, indeed, with which it is surrounded, may be 
recognized by many; but | hope that such readers will let their discover 
end there. If not, they will be doing great injustice to a school of whic
